Navy General Board 
Studies Building Plan

RATIFIED by an overwhelming ma- 
jority, the opposition rallying but 
nine votes at the final show-down on 
July 21, the London Naval Treaty was 
formally signed by President Hoover on 
the following day. 
Almost coincident with the action of 
the American government, England has 
taken steps which in effect puts the 
Empire’s stamp of approval on the 
agreement and similar action by Japan 
is anticipated in the near future now 
that the other two powers have ac- 
cepted it. 

Formulation of a building program 
by the General Board, held in abeyance 
while the fight was on in the Senate, 
will be inaugurated at once and rec- 
ommendations, predicated on _ the 
board’s findings, will be ready for sub- 
mission at the regular session of Con- 
gress this fall. 

That any program approximating 
the number of new ships permitted the 
U. S. under the terms of the Treaty 
will meet with stiff opposition seems 
a foregone conclusion. That it will 
have powerful support seems equaily

Fallacy Of “Cost Of War” 


Figures Shown In Senate 








THE fallacies of the argument -so 

often used by those desiring to cur- 
tail expenditures for the Army and 
Navy—that 70 per cent of the total 
outlay of our Government goes for “the 
cost of wars’”—were clearly brought 
out by Senator Oddie, in a speech on 
the floor of the Senate, shortly before 
adjournment. 

Coming at the saine time as the pub- 
lication in the appendix of the Con- 
gressional Record of a review of Gov- 
ernment finances made for campaign 
purposes by Representative Will R. 
Wood, Chairman of the House Appro- 
priations Committee, in which refer- 
ence is made to the 70 per cent cost of 
wars, it was particularly apt. 

Only 5 Per Cent 


Senator Oddie, quoting from an ar- 
ticle by Henry Cabot Lodge, points out 
that the figure is but 5 per cent. 

Representative \food, commenting on 
the London Treaty, referred as fol- 
lows to the cost of national defense: 

“The greatest burden upon the 
world today by way of taxation is due 
to the maintenance of military and na- 
val establishments in preparation for 
wars or for national-defense purposes 
and in meeting the obligations coming 
from past wars. It seems almost in- 
credible that more than 70 per cent 
of the total outloy of our Government, 
exclusive of the Postal Service, is 
needed for these purposes. Our inter- 
est and public-debt retirements for 
next year are a little more than $1,- 
250,000,000.

Congressman Taber Favors 
Buying One Tank For Tests 


RITICISM of the War Depart- 

ment’s purchase of only one Chris- 
tie tank was characterized by Repre- 
sentative John Taber, member of the 
House Committee on Appropriations, 
as “one more illustration of folks who 
do not study situations attempting to 
criticize and run them.” 


Representative Taber is one of the 
five members of the subcommittee on 
War Department appropriations and 
when the subject of tanks was taken 
up by that committee he was one of 
those who plied the witnesses with 
questions. His comment on the cur- 
rent situation was made in a letter 
to the Army and Navy Journal which 
previously had called to his attention 
the War Department’s decision and 
also to the recent editorial in the Chi- 
cago Tribune which took the Ordnance 
Department severely to task for not 
buying more of the tanks. 

“The Christie tank proposition,” Mr. 
Taber wrote, “is just one. more illus- 
tration of folks who do not study sit- 
uations attempting to criticize and run 
them. 

“The Christie tank situation is just 
this! He produced a tank which had 
a wonderful performance as to speed, 
maneuverability and flexibility. This 
tank, however, was only half the size 
and equipped with half the armor that 
his proposed service tank was to be. 
The War Department and the Navy 
Department have. gotten into trouble 
enough already going into quantity pro- 
duction on things on which they did 
rot have one produced which was a 
success. Every time we go into quan- 
tity production on something which is 
not a success we decrease the amount 
of money which is available for real 
Army needs and no friends of the 
Army will urge us to do that sort of 
thing. We do not want a great lot 
of things which are not a success, be- 
cause that means that officers of the 
Army will be detailed to work out some 
scheme as to how they can be used, 
whereas if we build just one and it is 
not a success it will be quickly dis- 
carded. 

“I think the Army and Navy Jour- 
nal has done a service in printing the 
detailed information as to the Christie 
proposition. He has gotten up some 


wonderful things, not one of which as 
yet has been demonstrated in service 
tests to be of actual value and we 
should not do too much without a

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All Services To Fire 
At National Matches 


VERY branch of the service will be 

represented this year on the mile- 
long firing line at Camp Perry, Ohio, 
when the National Rifle and Pistol 
Matches open on August 24. Teams 
from the Infantry, Cavalry, Engineers, 
Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Navy, Na- 
tional Guard, Organized Reserves, 
American Legion, ROTC, and CMTC 
will fire side by side with the thousands 
of civilian shooters from all parts of 
the United States, Canada, Hawaii, and 
Cuba. 

Starting with the Small Arms Firing 
School, which covers the period of the 
first week of the matches, and contin- 
uing on through the National Rifle 
Association Matches and the official 
National Rifle Matches, which occupy 
the second and third weeks, all of these 
teams are working up to the great 
National Rifle Team Match which takes 
place this year on September 13. The 
trophy for this match, known as the 
“Dogs of War,” was provided by Con- 
gress in 1902, and is the most coveted 
of all the great array of trophies which 
are competed for at the matches. 

In late years, this competition has 
resulted in a battle between the Marine 
Corps and Infantry mainly, with the 
Infantry now on top, having won it 
last year. In 1927, these two teams 
tied and the trophy went to the Infan- 
try on a decision. This was a remark- 
able match and one never likely to be 
repeated, for the two teams fired a 





total of 1,200 shots. 


Col. Osmun Latrobe, Cavalry, one- 
time aide to ex-President Coolidge, ‘is 
executive officer of this year’s matches; 
Having served in an advisory capacity 
to Col. H. B. Myers, Cavalry, retired, 
when he was executive officer, Col. La- 
trobe is well known and liked at Camp 
Perry. It will be his duty to see that 
the matches, which mean the housing 
and feeding of approximately 6,000 
shooters, range officials, and troops, and 
the management of almost a hundred 
rifle and pistol competitions, are oper- 
ated with smoothness and despatch. 
He will have as his assistant Lt. Col. 
Francis C. Endicott, Inf., of the Militia 
Bureau. 

Capt. Walter G. Layman, Inf., will 
again be director of the Small Arms 
Firing School,- which graduates hun- 
dreds of proficient shooters yearly. 
Under Capt. Layman are the instruc- 
tors, which are detailed to Perry from 
the great Army Infantry School at Ft. 
Benning, Ga. They are same men who 
teach the younger officers of the Army 
the fine points of marksmanship and

Test 75 mm. Gun and Mount 


HE all-purpose 75 mm. gun on T3 
mount, designed by Maj. G. M. 
Barnes, OD, has to date fired about 160 
rounds at all angles of elevation and 
traverse. The mount has functioned 
entirely satisfactorily and no changes 
except a few minor ones will be made 
in the carriage prior to shipment to 
Aberdeen Proving Ground for further 
test. 

The prime mover is being so ar- 
ranged that the gun can be fired direct- 
ly from the truck without any modi- 
fication. Thus the universal gun car- 
riage can either be trailed behind the 
prime mover or can be lifted off the 
ground and carried on the prime mover, 
and can either be taken off the prime 
mover and fired on the ground or can 
be fired directly from the prime mover, 
converting it into a sort of self-pro- 
pelled mount. The new prime mover 
has already arrived at Watertown Ar- 
senal and the parts to permit the 
mounting of the T3 gun upon it are 
now being made. The unit should be

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Briand ’s Pan-European Plan Given Serious Consideration by American Press 





PREDICTIONS as to the possibilities of success for M. Briand’s plan for a 

federation of European nations have been varied. The editorial columns 
of American newspapers have discussed the — advanced in detail in May by 
the French statesman to which replies have n made by all of the European 
members of the League of Nations. It is treated far more seriously by the 
press now than it was when first suggested last fall. Treatment of the ques- 
tion has generally been along two lines, i.e., the Democratic papers declaring 
that it is a defensive action against the Hawley-Smoot Tariff, and will succeed 
if our high tariff policy continues, with the administration newspapers either 
stating that it is a political weapon against Russia, or treating it as an im- 
practical ideal. 


PPISGUISE IT as the nations of Europe may attempt to do, it is plainly 

designed as a means of meeting certain arrogant policies and pretensions 
of the United States,” declares the New York Times (Independent Democratic). 
“It is a weapon not yet forged, but it soon may be, and may be used against 
us, unless t his nation shapes its course more wisely than it has lately been doing. 
Thus far the Briand project has not advanced beyond the stage of an under- 
standing, but even a tacit agreement to work together against American financial 
and commercial domination may quickly prove to be an effective means of 
_—_ Europe as independent of America as our isolations boast we are of 

urope.” 


NE striking point,” states the Philadelphia Public Ledger (Independent Re- 

publican) “is that M. Briand insists upon the urgent necessity of political 
union and puts the development of economic ties in a secondary position. * * * 

“One important conclusion can be drawn with this indication of M. Briand’s 
trend of thought. He is not seeking primarily to unite Europe against the 
United States. Though there is much talk about the necessity of pro i 
Eurepe against American economic power, there is no notion that the United 
States represents a menace to European security. The menace which M. Briand 
sees is obviously Russia. 

“* * * European leaders are dreading what Russia may do within the 
next three or four years. The thought which M. Briand advances is, in effect, 
that there is no time to be lost. Between the lines of his proposals lies the dis- 
tinct warning that the slow ironing out of economic difficulties in preparation 
for political union would take too long.

—— field. This means for Europe today preparedness against Soviet 

ussia.” 


T SUGGESTS that a president be provided by election and that a limited 
committee and a secretariat be formed, these to hold regular sessions at 
Geneva,” the Chicago Daily News (Independent) tells us of the Briand plan.

And in this 
view he is supported by a growing body of opinion. * * * For this and other 
reasons there is no exaggeration in declaring that M. Briand’s memorandum is 
one of the significant documents that have been circulated in Europe since the 
war. Its significance should not be lost on Americans. * * * M. Briand has 
declared that his proposal is not aimed ‘at this country. That is true. But the 
possible effect upon the United States cannot be overemphasized.” 


(COMMENTING on the Italian reply to Briand’s proposal, the Boston Heralj 

(Independent) points out that while Mussolini has favored the idea as , 
general proposition, he has challenged its three important particulars. “Briang 
had suggested that the federation ke limited to members of the League of Na, 
tions, which would exclude Russia and Turkey,” the Herald states, “Italy replies 
that to leave those nations out woula omit two of the determining factors jg 
the economic life, and suggests that they be invited to the first meeting of the 
conference on Pan-Europe, to be held at Geneva in September. Briand sug. 
gested an organization modeled in important respects upon that of the League 
of Nations; Mussolini while praising diplomatically the work of the league 
finds much fault with its organization and wants something different for the 
federation. 

“Then at the end of the long note Il Duce names the most formidable barrier 
he could erect across the pathway; he would have the whole problem of reduc. 
tion of armaments settled in advance as ‘the fundamental starting point for any 
effective work of moral cohesion among the nations.’

“GENERALLY speaking, the replies have been favorable, but even this fact 

does not mean that the union is about to be called into being,” comments 
the Washington Post (Independent). * * * “Are any of the nations that have 
responded to the Briand note willing to make concessions to any of the others? 
The replies have shown two divergent conceptions as to what the union should 
be and how it should be constituted. The French idea, and that, generally speak- 
ing, of the nations that are satisfied with what they received under terms of 
the peace treaty, is that the economic situation in Europe should be improved 
without alteration of the existing political status. Germany, however, sug- 
gests that the existing politicai status must be altered.

Versailles hasten to demand revision of the famous treaty.

Expense Fallacy Refuted 


(Continued from First Page) 
nearly impossible to determine, and the 
difficulties of doing so with regard to 
the Navy are well exemplified by the 
current discussions on how much “we 
spend for war”’—a broad and nearly 
meaningless phrase. A favorite way 
of estimating this is to take the total 
annual expenditures of the Federal 
Government and then to add up the 
service on the national debt, the sums 
paid for pensions of past wars, and 
the current war, and Navy Depart- 
ment appropriations. These are then 
called “expenses for war” and amount 
to about 72 per cent of the Federal 
total. From this it is an easy, if in- 
accurate, step to the saying: “Ameri- 
cans spend 72 per cent of their gov- 
ernmental income for war.” 


Not a Centralized State 


The question of what the Navy costs 
should be discussed on a rational rath- 
er than on an emotional basis. To be- 
gin with, the United States is a Fed- 
eral Republic and not a centralized 
state like France or Great Britain. In 
those countries the expenses emanating 
from London or Paris give a fair idea 
of the total governmental expenses of 
the nation. The Federal figures by no 
means give an accurate idea of the 
total governmental expenses of the 
United States. Our State and local 
governments, in the aggregate, spend 
about twice as much as our Federal 
Government does. 

The latest reliable figures available 
on the cost of government in the 
United States are those of the Nation- 
al Industrial Conference Board (Inc.) 
for 1927. The following table shows 
our Federal, State, and local expendi- 
tures for 1913 in 1913 dollars and for 
1927 in 1927 dollars:

Smaller Increase 


Then compare the increase of some 
$220,000,000 in our military expendi- 
tures with the increase in our govern- 
mental expenditures for other purposes 
of $7,895,000,000. The other expenses 
have increased thirty-five times as 
much. Where the general cost of gov- 
ernment has gone up 184 per cent, that 
of our national defense has increased 
59 per cent. Putting it in another 
way, while our military expenditures 
increased $1.16 per head—and of this 
only 74 cents per head is for naval 
expenses—our other expenses increased 
$62.12 per head. Surely a_ people 
whose national wealth is close to $400,- 
000,000,000 and who spend over $12,- 
000,000,000 on its government as a 
whole, need not be overexercised by 
this comparatively slight increase in 
the means of self-protection. And 
surely those who talk of “the crushing 
burden of naval armament” can not be 
talking of the United States—or they 
have not taken the trouble to look up 
the facts, for the facts show that na- 
val armaments cost less than 3 per 
cent of our nonmilitary governmental 
expenditures. 

There is one more consideration with 
regard to the cost of the Navy which 
should be mentioned. When expenses 
“on account of war” are mentioned it 
is the custom among certain persons 
to include the national debt and the 
pension for veterans of past wars. But 
does this give a true picture? Of 
ccurse, the pensions would not be paid 
if the war had not been fought, but it 
is equally true that they would not 
be paid at aH if the war had been lost 
and the Nation had been either ruined 
or destroyed. The statisticians can to- 
tal up the cost of the Civil War as 
high as they like, but it is safe to 
say that no total they can reach will 
look very big when compared withthe 
value of the existence of the United 
States. The War of the Revolution 
may have been frightfully expensive, 
but most Americans will incline to the 
view that it was on the whole a profit- 
able proposition. 


Lesson of World War 

The late war afforded on apt lesson 
of how expensive it sometimes is to be 
without an adequate Navy. The cost 
of the war to the United States is 
usually estimated at $25,000,000,000. 
Yet in the words of Col. Edward M. 
House, who had probably a closer con- 
tact with the underlying facts of the 
war than any other American, “given 
a large and efficient Army and Navy, 
the United States would- have become 
the arbiter of peace and probably with- 
out the loss of a single life.” Experi- 
ence eventually converted so _ pro- 
nounced a pacifist as the late Presi- 
dent Wilson to the value of a navy

JAG Studies War-Time Rank 


DVANCEMENT to the grades of 
admiral and vice admiral on the 
retired list of the Navy for 16 rear 
admirals now retired who held fleet 
commands during the World War is ex- 
pected in the near future. 
By the terms of the war-time act, 
passed by Congress during the closing 
hours of the session, officers who have 
been retired at a lower rank than that 
which they held during the war are to 
be promoted on the retired list to the 
highest rank held by them during the 
duration of the war. 

The Judge Advocate General is at 
present studying the measure to deter- 
mine, among other things, as to whether 
officers who served at a higher rank 
than their permanent rank during the 
war by virtue of holding a flag com- 
mand come within the purview of the 
act. 

Some doubt exists as to whether the 
act would only apply to officers who 
were given temporary rank by war- 
time legislation, and later reverted to 
their permanent rank and were retired 
in that grade. A decision that the law 
includes both groups is expected. 

If the ruling is so made, the follow- 
ing rear admirals will be promoted 
to the rank of full admiral on the re- 
tired list: William S. Benson, William 
B. Caperton, William S. Sims, Henry T. 
Mayo, Robert E. Coontz, Albert 
Gleaves, Hugh Rodman, Hilary P. Jones 
and Joseph Strauss. 

Similarly, the following rear ad- 
mirals will become vice admirals by 
virtue of their holding command rank 
during the war: DeWitt Coffman, 
Albert W. Grant, Clarence S. Williams, 
William L. Rodgers. Harry McL. P. 
Huse, and John D. McDonald. 

Another interpretation which the 
Judge Advocate General must- make 
is as to the limiting dates of the war. 
This will affect a number of officers 
and especially the promotion of the 
above rear admirals. Those mentioned 
will be promoted if the date wpon 
which war with Germany was officially 
concluded is used—July 2, 1921. How- 
ever, if the date upon which the war- 
time legislation was repealed is used— 
March 3, 1921, not all of these pro- 
motions will be allowed. 

Whether commissioned warrant offi- 
cers and warrant officers come within 
scope of the act will also have to be 
decided. It is thought that only com- 
missioned warrant officers will receive 
the promotion, as the text of the meas- 
ure specifically refers to commissioned 
officers. 

Another doubtful point is as to 
whether commissioned and warrant 
officers who served in higher grades as 
officers of the Naval Reserve Force, 
the Naval Militia, or the National 
Naval Volunteers during the war will 
be promoted. 

Announcement of the names of those 
promoted will be made’ in the next week 
or so it is thought, at which time either 
new commissions will be issued or let- 
ters informing the retired officers of 
their promotion will be delivered. 
About 400 officers will be affected.

as certain. While no official utter- 
ances have come from the Administra- 
tion as to its attitude toward new con- 
struction, several senators who voted 
for ratification did so only after hav- 
ing been given personal assurances 
that the President would favor and 


support a movement to build at least 
a large proportion of the new ships 
the Treaty provides for. 

Two grave dangers face the efforts 
to build up the Navy to Treaty 
strength. One is the pacifist opposi- 
tion which will argue against any na- 
val increase and will be aided by the 
apathy of a large portion of the House 
and Senate. The other is the financial 
situation now confronting the govern- 
ment, which threatens to get worse. 

With economy again becoming the 
watch-word as expenditures increase 
and revenues dwingle, the difficulties 
in the way of launching a program 
that at the least will run into tens of 
millions of dollars will be increased. 


That the “smail Navy” group in 
Congress will make the most of the op- 
position in the Navy to the smaller, 6- 
inch gun cruisers as brought out the 
hearings is to be expected. 

No easy task confronts the General 
Board. Under the strictures of the 
treaty, virtually a hew policy must be 
evolved. Grave questions must be 
settled and decisions reached as to how 
the most effective fighting force can 
be developed under the new limitations 
Relative merits of the number of 10, 
000-ton cruisers with six-inch guns am 
of the smaller type to build to utiiim 
the tonnage permitted must be settled. 
The value of landing decks and air- 
plane carrying facilities on the new 
cruisers must be agreed upon; how ex 
tensive a destroyer replacement pro 
gram should be undertaken; what typ 
airplane carrier should be built; wha 
changes should be made in existing de- 
signs for the 10,000-ton cruisers and 
a score of other problems must be 
solved. 

Regardless of the attitude Congress 
takes, it is so obviously the duty of the 
Navy itself to work out a program 
that will provide all of the ships this 
country is entitled to, that it can safely 
be predicted that the General Board 
will do just that. Admittedly this 
will entail heavy expenditures and will 
face a stiff fight, vut that’s Congress’ 
funeral.

25 Men To Ordnance School 


. §S. ARMY recruiting stations 
throughout New York State, New 
Jersey, and Delaware are authorized 
to accept 25 men to be enrolled in vo- 
cational courses at the Ordnance Spe- 
cialists’ School at Raritan Arsenal, N.

CE Develop Inland Waters 


“WITH the full co-operation and 
approval of Congress, the Presi- 
dent, through the corps of Army engi- 
neers, is carrying into effect his long- 
cherished program for the completion 
and operation of the inland waterways 
system,” Secretary of War Patrick J. 
Hurley stated in an address broadcast 
over radio July 21 evening. 

Rivers will be improved not only with 
a view to local needs as heretofore, but 
under the present system they will be 
connected into a national unified trans- 
portation system. The Great Lakes 
will be connected with the Gulf through 
the Illinois Waterways and the Missis- 
sippi system. The New York Canals 
and the St. Lawrence Waterway -will 
connect the Great Lakes with the At- 
lantie. Under this system, lake and 
river ports will become seaports, Col. 
Hurley pointed out. 

“The development of rivers and har- 
bors, inland waterway and transporta- 
tion, and flood control are important 
peace-time activities of the War De- 
partment,” he said, and “work on these 
projects is conducted under the super- 
vision of the Army engineers.” 

At Kansas City in 1925 President 
Hoover, who was then Secretary of 
Commerce, advocated the consolidation 
of our interior waterways to extend 
north from New Orleans to St. Louis, 
Minneapolis and Chicago. He had out- 
lined a system of inland waterways 
comprising 12,000 miles of essential 
water transportation, connecting 20 
states with the Gulf. 

The corps of Army engineers has 
been engaged in improving waterway 
facilities in various parts of the United 
States for more than a century and 
has “proven the possibility and prac- 
ticability of improving natural water- 
ways to provide for the transportation 
of bulk commodities at extremely low 
rates.” The corps of engineers has 
been reorganized so as to secure a mod- 
ern business organization in each dis- 
trict in which it will be responsible for 
the maintenance and improvements in 
its inland waterways, Col. Hurley ex- 
plained.

COURT DEFIES CONSTITUTION IN MacINTOSH CASE 


TE FREQUENTLY WONDER at the queer decisions handed down by Federal 
Courts, which owe their existence to the Federal Constitution. Rev. Dr- 
Douglas Clyde MacIntosh, professor of Theology at Yale, and Miss Marie Averil 
Bland, both Canadians, of World War Service, were denied citizenship by the 
District Courts of New York and Connecticut, because of refusal to promise to 
bear arms in the case of the former unless he felt the cause to be just, and in 
that of the latter, because her “christian conscience” would not permit such action. 
Miss Bland expressed willingness to nurse the wounded and to help the United 
States in every way possible. The Federal Court of Appeals in New York over- 
ruled the inferior courts and declared “the rights of conscience are inalienable 
rights which the citizen need not surrender, and which the Government or 
society can not take away.” That may be true of the citizen, but is it true of the 
applicant for citizenship? Moreover, under the preamble to the Constitution, 
the people specifically accept the obligation “to provide. for the common defense, 
and any person applying for citizenship not willing to share this obligation 
doubtless will have his application denied under the ruling made by the United 
States Supreme Court in the Schwimmer case. We are of the view of that great 
New England newspaper, the Boston Transcript, which says that “if citizens are 
to choose their own wars, it is only a question of time before our unity as a 
nation ceases.” 





ARMY, NAVY AND MARINE CORPS COUNTRY CLUB EXPANDS RAPIDLY 


HE NORTH WING already having been completed, the new south wing of 

the Army, Navy and Marine Corps Country Club is progressing rapidly. The 
two new wings will more than triple the facilities of the club house. The club, 
located in the Virginia hills nearby Washington, D. C., is planning many more 
improvements of its facilities. 

The south wing is to be 84 feet long by 54 feet wide, which is the same width 
but 28 feet longer than the new north wing. The north wing contains a large 
dining room with dancing facilities. The new south wing will have on the ground 
floor additional lockers and showers for men. The main floor will have women’s 
locker rooms and showers, cloak rooms for men and wmen, card rooms and execu- 
tive offices. Upon completion of the project there will be a continuous screened 
porch extending along both wings and the center porch facing east which will 
be used as a dining room. An outdoor grill will be opened on the ground porch 
on the east side. A roof garden is to be built atop the south wing. The new 
south wing probably will be finished in the Fall. 

_ Consideration is now being given to a plan for the building of an outdoor 
Swimming pool, nine tennis courts and extensions of the golf course. 





NAMING OF NEW MARINE COMMANDANT TO BE DELAYED. 


APPOINTMENT of a new Major General.Commandant of the Marine Corps 

will be delayed for some time, probably two or three weeks, it was officially 
Stated at the White House yesterday. No reason was stated as to the delay. 

Meanwhile conjecture as to who it will be, continues to be a fruitful source 
of conversation. Brig. Gen. Ben. Fuller, the temporary head of the Corps, is 
perhaps the most frequently mentioned, though others feel that it will be Maj. 
Gen. Smedley Butler. Brig. Gen. Russell is known to be favored by the State 
Department, but whether this will be a determining factor or have the other 
effect is not at all clear. Of course, Maj. Gen. Logan Feland, the senior as to 
age of those who -are-generally considered, and next to Gen. Butler, the rank- 
ing officer of the Corps, must be included in all prognostications. 





McCARL SAYS NAVY CANNOT REVIEW AND REVISE ITS OWN DECISION 


LEGISLATION sought by the Navy Department for some time which was en- 
acted last session has turned out to be something of a boomerang for the 
Department. 

By the terms of Public No. 244, all transfers of enlisted men of the Navy 
or Marine Corps to the Fleet Reserve and all transfers of members of the Fleet 
Reserve to the retired list made by the Navy Department are conclusive for all 
purposes, and all men so transferred are entitled to compensation as determined 
by the Department at the time of transfer. 


This validation of ranks granted by the Department was procured to over- 
Tule the action of the Comptroller General in the cases which he had made his 
own rulings as the rank and length of service of the men involved by which the 
amount of retainer or retired pay was fixed. 

Now, however, a case arises in which it is found that a member of the Fleet 
Naval Reserve is entitled to more pay and allowances than he now receives by 
reason of having more service than he was credited with, because of a previous 
term of ‘enlistment under a different name and that he had an average conduct 
marks of 95 per cent. 

_ Mr. McCarl, however, says no, the man can’t have the higher pay his service 
entitles him. If the law says that all men transferred by the Department shall 
from the date of transfer be entitled to compensation in accordance with their 
rating and length of service as determined by the Navy Department at time of 
transfer, and this shall be conclusive upon me, he avers, why then it shall be 
Conclusive upori the Department and it cannot reopen and revise its earlier action.

LONGEVITY RECORD OF ARMY OFFICERS BROKEN 
ON JULY 22, 1930, Maj. John V. Lauderdale, USA, ret., of 241 84th street, 
Brooklyn, N. Y., reached the age of 97 years, 8 months and 9 days, 
thereby breaking the record for longevity of retired officers of the Army, as 


compiled in the office of The Adjutant General since 1882. Prior to 1882, no — 


record of longevity was kept. The oldest retired officer previous to Maj. Lauder- 
dale was Maj. Gen. Daniel H. Rucker, who died in Washington, D. C., in 1910 
at the age of 97 years, 8 months and 8 days.

86 USMA GRADUATES TO AC SCHOOLS 
F THE 241 recent graduates from West Point 86 have been found physically 
qualified for aviation training, according to information received from the 
Army Air Corps. Officers estimate that about 50 per cent of this number will 
complete their training. Statistics compiled from past classes tend to show that 
a greater portion of the failures will be due to lack of “inherent flying ability.” 





HIGHER RANK FORESEEN FOR RETIRED EMERGENCY OFFICERS 
Now that their highest war-time rank has been allowed to retired officers of 
~™“ the Army, something will probably be done for retired emergency officers. 
Many of the latter, previous to being placed on the EO retired list had risen to 
a rank in the Reserve Corps higher than that held during the World War. When 
so retired, they were demoted from their peace-time rank to their war-time rank. 
A study of the situation is being made by the War Department, and it is thought 
likely that regulations will be issued sometime in the future to allow such 
cfficers the use of the higher peace-time title. It is thought that the use of 
the title and the right to wear the uniform of the higher rank upon occasions 
of ceremony will be granted rather than an out and out promotion. 





FLYING SAFER THAN GROUND TRANSPORTATION AT SAN DIEGO 
(TRANSPORTATION by air is safer than transportation by automebile or 

motorcycle, statistics compiled recently at the Naval Air Station, San Diego, 
would show. Over a period of 16 months, the record statistics of personnel of 
the station shows 21 automobile accidents, and 16 motorcycle wrecks, whereas 
there were only 2 airplane crashes. The total number of sick days of per- 
sonnel of the station caused by automobile accidents was 319 days, for motor- 
cycle smash-ups, 420 days, while only 19 days were spent in the hospital by per- 
sons hurt in aeroplane accidents. There was one death during the 16 months 
from automobile wrecks, and one from flying. As the total number of flying 
hours by the personnel of a naval air station would more nearly approximate the 
time spent in riding in an automobile or upon a motorcycle than is true in civil 
life, officers of the station believe that the comparison is a just one. 





ADM. COONTZ ORDERED TO ACTIVE DUTY WITH SURVEY 

REAR ADM. ROBERT E. COONTZ, USN, ret., has been ordered temporarily 

on active duty as advisor to the special Senatorial committee which will 
visit Alaska next month to study the Alaskan railroad and it prospects. The 
party, which will include Senators Robert B. Howell, John B. Kendrick, and 
John Thomas, will leave Seattle, Washington, August 12, on the USS Wasmuth 
and Perry. Adm. Koontz has been selected for this duty because of his knowl- 
edge of Alaskan matters over a long period of years, and particularly on account 
of his familiarity with Alaskan waters and harbors.

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Oddie Praises Officers 


PRAISE of the ability of Naval offi- 

cers as statesmen and diplomats 
was made by Senator Tasker Oddie, 
R, of Idaho, before the Senate recently. 


Senator Oddie took issue with the 
statement of Senator Reed that it would 
be wise to disregard the advice of 
“those admirals who see so much of 
Washington and so little of the sea.” 

In defending the officers of the Navy 
who spoke their mind about the treaty, 
Mr. Oddie also dwelt at greater length 
than before, in protesting against the 
criticism by Secretary of State’Stim- 
son of the “narrow viewpoint of the 
professional warrior.” 

“These Admirals of our General 
Board, and others who have appeared 
before the committees on the request 
of the chairmen of the committees, are 
men who should not be talked of in 
a light and disrespectful vein,” Sen- 
ator Oddie declared. “These men have 
been selected most carefully.” 

“When condemning, however, our 
naval officers as narrow-visioned pro- 
fessional warriors, untutored in state- 
craft and diplomacy, the Secretary of 
State has totally disregarded our coun- 
try’s history,” he stated at another time. 

“It may be a revelation to some of 
us, but the early diplomatic history 
of the United States is little more than 
the collected biographies of our first 
naval officers,” continued the Idahoan. 

In support of his statement, Senator 
Oddie recalled the names of Rodgers, 
Preble, Decatur, and Chauncey, who 
negotiated treaties with the Barbary 
pirates in the early part of the 19th 
century, which abolished the payment 
ef tribute. Eminent historians were 
quoted to bring to light the work of 
Capt. Catesby Jones in Hawaii, Com- 
modore Wilkes and Comdr. Meade at 
Samoa, Commodore Kearney in estab- 
lishing the “Open door in China,” and 
the work of Perry in Japan. 

Coming down to the present day, the 
high quality of diplomacy evidenced 
by Adm. Dillingham in his negotiations 
in the West Indies; Adm. Bristol in 
Turkey, and Adm. Sperry and Adm. 
Stockton at various world conferences 
is commented on by Senator Oddie. 


“On the eve of repudiating those offi- 
cers who have spent their lives in de- 
fense of this Nation,” Mr. Oddie points 
out, “the Secretary of State summoned 
one of them, Capt. A. W. Johnson, to 
he State Department and commissioned 
him as a minister plenipotentiary and 
envoy extraordinary to supervise the 
approaching elections in Nicaragua.” 

In refutation of the charge made by 
Senator Reed, that the officers who 
were against the treaty “see so much 
of Washington and so little of the sea,” 
Senator Oddie simply recounts the sea 
service of the officers who declared that 
they could not speak in favor of the 
treaty. Every officer had spent at least 
one-half of his own career at sea, it 
was shown. 

ae the Senator from Idaho 
said: 

_ “In sending abroad an entirely civil- 
ian delegation the administration as- 
signed as its reason for this step that 
the contemplated treaty transcended 
the narrow field of the technician and 
belonged to the realm of statesmanship. 
So much emphasis was laid upon this 
point that in the ensuing press dis- 
patches about consultative pacts and 
protocols one wondered whether while 
the statesmen were busy upon the ques- 
tions of guns, tons, and categories the 
admiral advisers would be called upon 
to settle the political issues that loomed 
ominously at the conference table and 
still continue to muddle the issue before 
us. 

_ “It is hoped that our statesmen will 
in time become as proficient in the field 
of naval strategy as our naval officers 
have been in the realm of diplomacy. 
But let us bear in mind that if we do 
not heed the advices of our naval ex- 
perts that have been educated out of 
the Public Treasury we may find our- 
selves blindly following those experts 
who owe allegiance to a flag other than 
our own. 

“If the London treaty then repre- 
sents the ultimate achievement of Am- 
erican statesmanship, let us return to 
the American diplomacy of a century 
ago—to the diplomacy of Decatur, Rod- 
gers, Preble and Perry.”

V-5 To Be Inspected 


UPON completion of her official trials 
this week off Rockland, Me., the 
new submarine V-5, the largest and 
most modern addition to the Navy’s 
undersea fleet, will return to Ports- 
mouth, N. H., and shortly afterward 
will leave for Annapolis, Md., where 
she will be inspected by a number of 
members of Congress and other gov- 
ernment officials. 

Under command of Lt. Comdr. John 
H. Brown, the V-5 will then start on 
her shake-down cruise to South Ameri- 
can waters, winding up at San Diego, 
Calif., where she will become a unit in 
Submarine Division 20. 

To date the performance of the big 
submersible, built at the Portsmouth 
Navy Yard, where an enviable con- 
_struction record was set, has been very 
satisfactory. Equipped with every de- 
vice to add to the safety factor, with 
her great cruising radius and liveable 
cenditions, the V-5, 371 feet in length, 
with a 33 feet beam and a draft of 16 
feet, will carry a crew of seven offi- 
cers and 80 enlisted men.

Specially designed propelling ma- 
chinery, built by Westinghouse, deliv- 
ers power to each of the two shafts 
driving the propellers on the surface or 
submerged. 

These propelling motors can also be 
used as generators by disconnecting 
them from the shafts, which then are 
used to charge the large banks of stor- 
age batteries which are housed in a 
specially constructed compartment and 
ventilated so that none of the gases can 
escape through the vessel. 

Below in the V-5 the perfect condi- 
tion of the air and the great amount 
of room, compared with other subma- 
rines or in fact some destroyers, is 
noteworthy. Here the crew sleeps in 
bunks, has its own galley, and similar 
arrangements are provided for the 
warrant and petty officers. Each offi- 
cer has his own room forward. Here 
is also found the galley for officers, to- 
gether with refrigerating plants. 

Safety devices are everywhere. There 
is an extra “lung” for every member of 
the crew and three escape hatches, one 
through the conning tower and the 
others forward and aft from the tor- 
pedo room. 

For deep-sea diving and long under- 
water cruising, air-salvaging machin- 
ery has been installed, together with 
an elaborate ventilating system which 
guarantees pure air at all times. 

In the control room, which is the 
nerve center of the submarine, can be 
found a “metal mike,” periscope, and 
a bank of valves which control every 
piece of machinery on board the ves- 
sel. Between each bulkhead there is a 
complete set of automatic and manual 
controls which permit the vessel to be 
maneuvered from a number of places 
in case of emergency. These controls 
also operate the ventilating system, 
the diving and raising machinery and 
also the communication system. The 
communication system aboard the ves- 
sel is most elaborate from the radio set 
to the inter-communication system 
which finds its way into every part of 
the ship.

Praises Naval Aviation 


GRATIFICATION at the present and 

contemplated status of naval avia- 
tion is expressed in an editorial in the 
New York Herald-Tribune. 

The Herald-Tribune, under the head- 
ing, “Progress in Naval Aviation,” 
praises the Navy for the progress its 
aviators have made in the flying art, 
and urges starting to work on new gir. 
craft carriers. 

The editorial follows: 

“It is gratifying to note that naval 
aviation, which started out from 
scratch after the war, has received 
such consistent and intelligent treat. 
ment that by 1931 there is a fair 
chance that the five-year program call- 
ing for 1,000 planes in that year will 
have been achieved. Although the five. 
year program was authorized in 1926, 
appropriations were not forthcoming 
for its first year. Nevertheless at the 
close of the fiscal year 1930 the Navy 
had 928 ‘useful airplanes’ on hand and 
267 to order. 

“One thousand naval airplanes is not 
a large number for a country like ours, 
Moreover, the men in our naval air 
service have so distinguished them- 
selves that the country need have no 
hesitation in giving them equipment 
adequate to their needs. The art of 
flying from floating landing fields, 
which the United States Navy has car- 
ried to a point of greater perfection 
than has any other country, deserves 
to be encouraged in every reasonable 
way. 

“As the able Assistant Secretary 
for Naval Aeronautics, Mr. Ingalls, 
has often pointed out, aviation is an 
art peculiarly suited to the genius of 
our people. In naval aviation we have 
already made such strides that to many 
persons the flying done from the air- 
craft carriers Lexington and Saratoga 
is as fine an example of the coordina- 
tion of man and machine as our age 
affords. Under the London treaty we 
are allowed to put all our 6-inch-gun 
tonnage into aircraft carriers. Theré 
is much to be said for doing this, 
there is everything to be said for start 
ing work on the 10,000-ton carrier for 
which appropriations have already 
been granted. Most Americans would 
certainly see more value in the con 
struction of those ships than in the 
present sterile debates on the nav: 
treaty.”

NEW YORK and other large cities of 
the Metropolitan area could be 
gassed from the air, with panic and 
frightful casualties, Col. C. G. Hall, 
Chief of Staff of the 78th Division, and 
an experienced airman, told a group of 
Reserve Officers here at the Division’s 
Contact Camp. 

“The enemy need not land on our 
shores,” he said. “From an aircraft 
carrier hundreds of miles at sea, he 
could launch airplanes, of which only 


carry bombs weighing 18,000 pounds, 
filled with deadly gas enough to cause 
casualties in an area of nearly sixty 
million square feet, making an inferno 
in the crowded business districts. 
Office workers without gas masks 
would flock to the streets, increasing 
the frantic, panic-stricken crowds. 
Hundreds of thousands would be gassed, 
killed or injured. 

“This is so inevitably a feature of 
future wars that London has rehearsed 
defense against it. International agree- 
ments did not prevent World War use 
of gas, in the last days of which the 
Germans were preparing to send a 
Zeppelin across the Atlantic, to bomb 
New York. Aviation’s progress since 
then leaves no doubt that should we 
ever again be attacked, one of the first 
blows the enemy struck would be 3 
gas attack through the air.”

(Continued from First Page) 
no more thorough training can be ob- 
tained in the same time anywhere else 
in the world. Practically all the stu- 
dents in the school receive instruction 
in the use of the service rifle, but spe- 
cial classes in appropriate subjects are 
given for police officers, national 
guardsmen, and reservists. Policemen 
are taught pistol marksmanship, the 
use of gas, machine guns, and hand-to- 
hand fighting methods. Reservists and 
guardsmen receive instruction in rifle 
marksmanship and anti-aircraft firing. 
Another interesting branch of the 
school is the junior rifle course, where 


| youngsters are taught the use of the 


small-bore rifle. 

Many new matches have been added 
to this year’s program. The United 
States Coast Guard has endowed two of 
the old matches of the N. R. A. pro- 
gram with beautiful trophies. One of 
them, the Rapid-Fire Championship, 
has been changed to the Coast Guard 
Rapid-Fire Championship, although it 
is still open to all comers, and a hand- 
some bronze cast of Alexander Hamil- 
ton, which is a copy of the statue stand- 
ing in the south plaza of the United 
States Treasury, has been donated for 
annual competition. 

One of the most important matches 
of the .30 caliber schedule is the Presi- 
dent’s Match. The trophy for this com- 
petition is an autographed letter from 
the President of the United States and 
the winner also receives a gold medal 
and the Army Ordnance Association 
Trophy, which is a splendid Sporter 
rifle. The first hundred competititors 
receive an arm brassard and a small 
lapel insignia and are known as the 
President’s Hundred. In addition to 
these honors, trophies are given to the 
high Cavalryman, the high Infantry- 
man, high Navy man, ROTC rifieman, 
Marine, Coast Artilleryman, Engineer, 
National Guardsman, member of the 
ORC, and to the high civilian, which 
includes CMTC. This year a new trophy 
has been added—the Coast Guard 
trophy, which will go to the high U. S. 
Coast Guardsman in the President’s 
Match. This is in the form of a splen- 
did silver cup on an ebony base and 
is surmounted by an eagle with wings 
outspread. 

Another new trophy is the Gen. Mil- 
ton J. Foreman Cup awarded in the 
American Legion Interdepartment 
Team Match, a competition which has 
just been added to the program. New 
matches with the automatic rifle, 
Thompson sub-machine gun, and anti- 
aircraft weapons will vary the program 
this year. There are also two new 
international matches. One is the In- 
terallied Smallbore Rifle Team Match, 
organized by FIDAC, and the other is 
the International Police Team Match in 
which members of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police fire against a United 
States police team. Although the 
matches are divided into three main 
classes, the .30 caliber, the small-bore, 
and the pistol, there will be four shot- 
gun Skeet competionion this year on 
the new Skeet field at Perry. 

A change has been made in the Na- 
tional Match ammunition for 1930. 
After extensive tests conducted by the 
Ammunition Board under the direction 
of Rear Adm. Luke McNamee of the 
Navy, it was decided to use cartridges 
equipped with the Berdan primer in- 
stead of our regular type of .30-caliber 
primer. The Berdan primer was orig- 
inally developed in this country but has 
been used in late years only in various 
types of sporting ammunition. How- 
ever, it is in general use for military 
ammunition in European countries. 
This year’s ammunition will be further 
improved by being loaded with powder 
similar to that used in the National 
Match ammunition of 1929, except that 
it will have the advantage of having 
aged for a period of over a year as it 
was made up before the 1929 matches 
for this purpose. This cartridge, 
equipped with the Berdan primer, gives 
an extreme vertical of only 15.56 inches 
at 1,000 yards, as compared to the ex- 
treme vertical of 17.19 inches obtained 
in the 1929 ammunition. The velocity 
of the new cartridge is 2,683 foot- 
seconds.

MARINES TAKE TO KUGBY 

Rugby—a comparative newcomer in 
the ranks of service sports—is making 
considerable headway in the Marine 
Corps. Already there is considerable 
talk and planning looking toward an 
opportunity to enter the Marine Corps 
Rugby team in the elimination contests 
which will determine the team which 
will represent the United States in the 
Olympic matches in 1932 in Los An- 
geles. 

For the past two or three years the 
Marines with the 4th Brigade in China 
have taken to the English game of 
Rugby and under the guidance of Capt. 
Harry Liversedge have developed a 


team which has swept all opposition - 


before it. 

Capt. Liversedge, while attending the 
University of California, indulged in 
the game at the time when American 
football was temporarily forsaken and 
was well qualified to put a team on the 
field to compete with the teams of for- 
eign services which were represented 
in China. 

Because of the unusual success of the 
venture and the further fact that a 
number of American colleges were 
adopting the sport as a “major” the 
Commandant of the Marine Corps 
sanctioned the formation of a Rugby 
team which would represent the Ma- 
rine Corps. 

Last Fall in Philadelphia Lt. Albert 
F. Moe, another California athlete, 
went about the formation of a Rugby 
team and succeeded in sceduling games 
with Yale, Harvard, and the New York 
Rugby Union. All of these teams were 
made up of men who had participated 
in the sport in England. Several of 
the officers of the Basic School at 
Philadelphia contributed their support 
and with the transfer of several men 
who had played in China the Philadel- 
phia team had a most successful sea- 
son, considering the fact that the ma- 
jority of the players were green to the 
game. 

At the present time a number of the 
Rugby men are on their way to the 
West Coast, where Capt. Liversedge is 
congregating the squad, and by the 
middle of August will move them to 
Bremerton, Wash., from which place 
Sorties will be made into Canada for 
the purpose of playing a full schedule 
of games with the Canadian schools. 

Assurance has been given that the 
Japanese Rugby team which will in- 
vade Canada this Fall, will take on the 
Marines for a two-game series. 

Plans will be attempted at the con- 
clusion of the 1930 season to make a 
tour of the Canadian Provinces work- 
ing over to Boston, where the team will 
disband for the season. 

,_ Inasmuch as a number of the lead- 
ing Eastern colleges are taking up the 
game as a major sport a schedule will 
be arranged for the Spring and Fall of 
1931. A team representing the Ber- 
muda Rugby Union will tour the East- 
ern States in the Fall and have asked 
to be included in the Marine schedule.

Desert Naval Station Ready 


(OMPLETION of one of the biggest 

projects ever undertaken by the 
Navy, the Naval Ammunition Depot, 
Hawthorne, Navada, is almost at hand 
and the formal commissioning is sched- 
uled about September 30. 

Out in the desert, a thousand miles 
from the Pacific Coast with the Rockies 
standing guard between as a barrier 
against hostile air attack, the newest 
“Naval Station” is situated half way 
between Reno and Goldfield. The res- 
ervation occupies 180 square miles of 
barren land. 

The reservation is on a gently slop- 
ing plain, 4,500 feet above sea level, 
bordered on the west by high moun- 
tains and on the north by Walker 
Lake, which is a remnant of a pre- 
historic inland sea. The nearest rail- 
road line, prior to the building of the 
“town”, was about five and one-half 
miles away. 

Construction was formally started 
July 24, 1928. A water suply was 
brought in from the mountains to the 
westward, where a ten million gallon 
reservoir has been constructed. Rail- 
road tracks were laid to the site, high- 
ways built, electrical and steam sys- 
tems established. High explosive 
magazines have been built, and, at 
some distance away, permanent quar- 
ters for the naval and civilian per- 
sonnel who will inhabit the new town 
have been erected. 

The project at Hawthorne has in- 
volved construction of 145 permanent 
buildings, including high explosive 
magazines, mine - handling buildings, 
a laundry, a central heating and boiler 
plant, administration buildings, resi- 
dences and barracks, a hospital, a 
school house, an auditorium and a fire 
engine house, together with repair 
shops, storehouse and refrigerating 
plant. 

The work includes eight miles of 
railroads, twenty-four miles of high- 
ways, fifteen miles of fencing, 35,000

Army’s Work in Pioneer Days 
Now THAT the nation is celebrat- 
ing the Covered Wagon Centen- 
nial (April 10 t December 29, 1930), 
in response to President Hoover’s proc- 
lamation, the fame and the esteem of 
the Army must occupy a part of the 
public attention. The celebration, which 
is sponsored by the Oregon Trail Me- 
morial Association, seeks to honor all 
those pioneers who opened and settled 
our West. It was the military estab- 
lishment that made this possible, and 
to the Indian fighters as well as to 
the heroic men and women of the Cov- 
ered Wagon trek, all honor is due. 
_ The Army played a two-fold part 
in the opening and development of the 
Pacific states. Their first function was 
the protection of exploration and emi- 
gration. The second was the valuable 
assistance they rendered in connection 
with the peaceful penetration of the 
West by mapping and charting the 
wilderness we acquired through the 
Louisiana purchase and other treaties. 
As protectors of pioneers, home- 
builders, fur-traders and _ explorers, 
their main concern was to fight off In- 
dians; as guides and surveyors they 
were able to provide the emigrants with 
information as to how and where to go. 
The immortal Lewes ana Clark were 
Army officers detailed by President 
Jefferson to explore the territory of 
the Louisiana purchase and ascertain 
just what we had acquired in that gi- 
gantic cat-in-a-bag. This gave us our 
first exact knowledge of the Northwest. 
About the same time (1806) Lt. Zebu- 
lon Pike, of Pike’s Peak fame, made his 
name as an explorer by giving us our 
first knowledge of the Southwest. Then 
(in 1820) came Stephen H. Long, who 
explored the mid-Continental or Rocky 
Mountain region which is now Colorado 
and all that country roundabout. 


After this came the services of Lt. 
John C. Fremont, the so-called path- 
finder of the West, who played a large 
part in the annexation of California 
for the United States. At the same 
time Stephen W. Kearny was sent on 
a military expedition to sustain the 
civil government in Southern Cali- 
fornia. The historic controversy be- 
tween Stockton, Fremont and Keorny 
occurred at this time and resulted in 
the temporary arrest and court-mar- 
tial of Fremont, his trial in Washing- 
ton and his subsequent dismissal. 

Around 1850, Army engineers start- 
ed surveys for the transcontinental 
railways, mapping three principal 
zones, North, Mid-Continent and South- 
ern. In this the names of Emory, 
Stansbury, Gunnison and Whipple are 
prominent. Marcy made known the 
Overland Trail region and Warren and 
Reynolds explored the Missouri region 
along the trail of Lewis and Clark. 
These are all prominent in the history 
and development of the West. These 
surveys were started just prior to the 
civil war. The advent of the war 
broke them up, and the surveyors re- 
turned home to join the embattled le- 
gions of the North and South. 

In the building of tne raflroads that 
thread their way acros the continent, 
the Army wrote themselves into an- 
other chapter of our history. Gen. 
Grenville M. Dodge was chief of con- 
struction of the Uniop Pacific. 

Always the Army was confronted 
with the task of keeping the Indians 
in subjection. The story of this forms 
a thrilling and hair-raising tale. Even 
our school readers tell of the exploits 
of Canby, who lost his life trying to 
settle trouble with Modocs up in Ore- 
gon, of Crook in the Southwest, of 
Custer in the Montana region, of How- 
ard in Idaho, and the name of Miles, 
so prominent in the Nex Perce war. 

The whole record, or any part of it, 
must now stand as an everlasting credit 
to the Army.

‘HE CONGRESSIONAL PAY COMMISSION placed the President in an em- 
barrassing position when it asked him to appoint an Interdepartmental 
Board to make recommendations on the subject of promotion as well as pay. 
Compliance carried the inference that reform of the one and revision of the 
other were regarded as essential by the Chief Executive, refusal, that existing 
conditions should not be disturbed, in spite of the contrary opinion expressed 
by Chambers of Commerce, the American Federation of Labor, the Press, Patri- 
otic Societies of the country, etc. Thus, the horns of a dilemma were presented 
to Mr. Hoover. If an increase in pay should come out of the discussion, there 
will be interference with the so-called economy policy; if nothing should be done 
business and labor and the press will hold the Administration to political 


accountability. 





ie IS QUITE TRUE THAT pressure caused the President to refer the question 

of a pay increase to, of all bodies, the Bureau of Efficiency. That bureau 
admittedly knew nothing of service conditions. It performed a statistical job, 
collected in the usual bureaucratic manner, and yet there was enough in its 
report to show sympathy with the unsatisfactory pay schedules of the Army, 
the Navy and the Marine Corps. In requesting a report from this bureau, the 
President did not commit himself. He asked merely for information and was 
not bound to act one way or the other. The Commission created by Congress 
to increase the pay of the Services said to him in effect: “We were named to 
revise the pay schedule, but we think pay and promotion are intermingled. In 
order to perform the job, we want you to name a board, which will make recom- 
mendations.” In other words, the President, by complying, shares the responsi- 
bility and commits himself to the principle. 





‘THAT THE COUNTRY WOULD benefit from an increase of pay to officers and 
men just as it will from the expenditures made for public works, is clear to 
even the most casual thinker. To relieve unemployment, the President and 
Congress appropriated hundreds of millions of dollars for river and harbor im- 
provements, roads, etc. A further aid to business would be adequate pay to 
officers and men. They must spend what they receive in order to live. The 
cash they disburse goes to the baker and candlestickmaker, to the small merchant 
and the Sone merchant, who are carrying the debts of the unemployed, and aids 
them in this necessary part of their business operation. It goes also to the 
manufacturers and the jobbers, who sell millions to the post exchanges and the 
ships stores. Thus, by increasing pay, not only would the officers and men, 
both active and retired, be given a better chance to live decently and be con- 
tented in their duty, but business as a whole would be advantaged. We hope 
the President and the Secretary of War will think this over. 





N A RECENT STATEMENT from the White House, it was declared the dis- 

cussion in a prior Cabinet meeting “was directed to measures for reduction 
of expenditures below these estimates (of the amount appropriated for the present 
fiscal year) with a view to meeting possible reduction of revenue arising from 
slack times.” It was further announced that a searching inquiry is being made 
as to methods by which economies may be brought about for the present fiscal 
year without interfering in the program of employment. Of course, as usual, 
the inquiry will be directed especially toward the National Defense. We recollect 
that last year the President, following a conference at the Rapidan Camp, indi- 
cated that the Army particularly was to be subjected to an investigation, which 
might lead to curtailment, and such a roar went up from all over the country 
that the project was dropped. Under the guise of a general inquiry, pacifists 
are hopeful action can be taken without the. National Defense sentiment being 
disturbed. We are watching this development closely, and we will apprise the 
services and the country if anything is contemplated which further menaces 
our ability to protect ourselves. 





(THOUGHTFUL MEN REALIZE the importance of adequate forces to defend 

us from enemies abroad as well as at home. Elihu Root, who will Jive in 
our military history because of his creation of the General Staff, made a state- 
ment some days ago urging the establishment of a special Federal police to 
protect us from Russian efforts to destroy our system of government. We re- 

tted to see on the part of the New York Times, the editorials of which are 
of unusual sanity and judgment, a disposition to minimize communist activity. 
We know that the Reds are taking advantage of the condition of unemployment 
to spread their doctrines, and we have reason to believe they are making con- 
verts. We attended a meeting of the business men of a city and the Labor Com- 
missioner of the State frankly explained that in that city the auditorium was 
filled every week by unemployed listening with avid ears to communist preachers. 
We know that special efforts are being made to communize the Army and the 
Navy, but they are meeting with little success. Not because the Government is 
properly paying the officers and men, for it is not and they know it. But because 
of that loyalty which is inbred in the Services and which constitutes a bulwark 
for the nation in time of need. 





S AN EXAMPLE OF THE attitude of the Services toward Bolshevism we 
refer with pride to the conduct of Private Max Schwartz, Company D, 18th 
Infantry. Schwartz was offered a ride by a Red. He accepted. The Red told 
him Communists were seeking control of the Army, the Navy and the Govern- 
ment. He urged him to desert and get other soldiers to desert. Schwartz waited 
until he could hail a State trooper, and then turned the man over to the officer. 
We regard Schwartz as a fine type of patriot, and we credit his conduct not only 
to his innate Americanism but.to the considerate treatment and education he 
received from the officers of his regiment. We feel that commendation from the 
War Department both to the man and his regiment are justified, and we urge 
that this be done.

Finish Clearing Jungle River 
‘(HE Army Engineer soldiers at 
Greytown, Nicaragua, recent ly 
completed a task which has occupied 
them off and on for several months. 
Operating on the eastern section of 


the proposed Nicaragua Interoceanic 
Canal, the major effort of Company 
B at Greytown has been exerted in 
surveys and investigations on the 
River Deseado. This river was ex- 
plored by Adm. Peary, the discoverer 
of the North Pole, in 1885. Before 
the year 1900, in the course of several 
attempts to lay out a Nicaragua canal 
route, extensive surveying operations 
were carried on in the jungle through 
which the Deseado runs. When B 
Company arrived in Greytown in No- 
vember of last year, however, they 
found that no one but a few rubber- 
gatherers had traveled on the Deseado 
for 30 years. 

The river flows between clay banks 
through dense wet jungle. In the 
course of 30 years great trees had 
fallen across its narrow bed, making 
travel very difficult. To make more easy 
the supply of surveying parties, two 
days’ voyage up the river, the worst 
of these obstructions were cleared out. 
Six weeks ago, however, B Company 
was instructed to undertake boring 
operations with diamond drills. To 
make possible the transportation of 
heavy drilling machinery up the river, 
a picked crew of skilled men has been 
hard at work with lumbering tools and 
explosives, cutting, sawing and blast- 
ing great logs which obstructed the 
passage of their barge. 

As soon as the rainy season has set 
in well, the drilling machinery will be 
floated up the river. Operations will 
then commence in connection with the 
exploration of underground conditions.

Officers and men who had marched in 
the impressive cortege were already 
returned to their homes and their sta- 
tions of duty. The army caisson that 
had carried the coffin from the church 
had been returned to the artillery park. 
Hundreds of San Diegoans, who had 
stood with bowed heads as the slow- 
marching parade passed, were busying 
themselves with the thousand tasks of 
everyday life. Without ceremony, one 
on San Diego’s most brilliant figures 
left his home forever, but a sense of 
loss in hundreds of hearts bore witness 
to the fact that he was not forgotten. 

Every effort was made to maintain 
the services at the First Methodist 
Church on the simple plane he would 
have preferred, but the brevity of the 
final tribute only added impressiveness 
to the affair. The admiral’s gold-trim- 
med cap, his white gloves and his 
sword, lying alone on his coffin and 
symbolizing his years of service to his 
country, decorated the casket more 
strikingly than any floral blanket 
could have done. The guard of honor 
and the armed escort were impressive, 
but it was the throng of silent friends 
who had known and loved him in life 
that most clearly expressed the spirit 
of the admiral’s passing. 

Gazing unwaveringly at the coffin 
aid speaking as to a living friend, 
Frank Linder sounded the keynote for 
the ceremony. 

Chaplains H. S. Dyer and T. L. Wood 
assisted Dr. Linder in the service, which 
closed with a short prayer. The body 
will be interred at’ Arlington National 
cemetery. 
Capt. Robert Q. Whitten, Inf., USA, 
died at Jefferson Barracks, Missouri, 
July 18, 1930, where he was on a visit. 

Capt. Whitten was born in Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., March 29, 1892. He served 
as private, musician and private, 1st 
class, Company H, 18th Inf., Pennsyl- 
vania National Guard, from June 22, 
1916, to Jan. 5, 1917; private 1st class 
and sgt. Company H, 18th Inf., Pa. 
National Guard, from Apr. 13, 1917, to 
Aug. 14, 1917; appointed 2nd Lt., Inf. 
Sect., Officers’ Reserve Corps, Aug. 15, 
1917; placed on active duty Aug. 15, 
1917; vacated Nov, 12, 1917; appointed 
2nd Lt. of Inf., Regular Army, Oct. 26, 
1917; accepted Nov. 12, 1917; promoted 
Ist Lt. (temp.) June 17, 1918; resigned 
Oct. 1, 1919; appointed ist Lt. of Inf. 
July 1, 1920; promoted Capt. July 1, 
1920; graduate of Inf. School, Company 
Officers’ Course, 1926; received A. B. 
from Washington and Jefferson Col- 
lege, Pa, 1915. His last station was 
as Instructor of ROTC, Lehigh Univer- 
sity, Bethlehem, Pa.

Edwards, then a young-Cavalry officer. 

Besides her husband and mother, she 
is survived by a daughter, Janet C. Ed- 
wards, a student-.at the University of 
Colorado. 

Rear Admiral Harry Harwood Rous- 
seau, Civil Engineer Corps, USN, died 
July 24, on board the SS Cristobal, 
which was en route to Panama Canal 
Zone. 

Adm. Rousseau was director of the 
Naval Petroleum Reserves and Chief 
Co-ordinator of the Bureau of the Bud- 
get. He was also a director of the 
Panama Railroad, and was proceeding 
to the Canal Zone for duty in connec- 
tion with his office as director of the 
railroad. He was appointed rear ad- 
miral of the Civil Engineer Corps of 
the Navy by act of Congress March 4, 
191i, for his work in the building of 
the Panama Canal. 

Admiral Rousseau was born in Troy, 
N. Y., April 19, 1870, and graduated 
from the Rensselaer Polytechnic Insti- 
tute in 1891. He was engaged in struc- 
tural engineering work in New York 
and Pittsburgh. He entered the Navy 
as civil engineer with the rank of lieu- 
tenant in September, 1898. His first 
eight years work in the Navy included 
a fours years tour of duty in the Bu- 
reau of Yards and Docks at the Navy 
Department and four years duty at 
navy yards, most of which was spent 
at Mare Island. 

In the latter part of 1906, while a 
senior lieutenant, he was appointed by 
President Roosevelt as Chief of the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks with the 
rank of rear admiral. 

-By an avt approved March 4, 1915, 
Congress extended its thanks to Com- 
mander Rousseau as a member of the 
Isthmian Canal Commission for having 
“rendered distinguished service in con- 
structing the Panama Canal,” and au- 
thorized the President to advance him 
in rank to the grade of rear admiral. 
He has since served over fifteen years 
as a rear admiral (Civil Engineer 
Corps) on the active list. 

After returning from Panama, Ad- 
miral Rousseau was appointed a mem- 
ber of the Commission on Navy Yards 
and Naval Stations and has served on 
many other important boards and com- 
missions. 

During the World War he was man- 
ager of the Shipyards Plant Division 
of the Emergency Fleet Corporation, 
and was also in charge of plant exten- 
sion work of the Navy at the many 
industrial establishments where naval 
funds were utilized. For the latter 
work he was awarded the Navy Cross 
“for exceptionally meritorious service 
in a duty of great responsibility.” 








Capt. Chase W. Hoadley, CWS, died 
July 22, of double pneumonia follow- 
ing an appendicitis operation at Wal- 
ter Reed General Hospital, Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

Funeral services were held July 24 
at 2:00 p. m., in the Chapel at Ft. 
Myer, Va., and burial followed with 
full military honors at Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery. 

Capt. Hoadley was born in Center- 
ville, Iowa, July 31, 1892. He served 
as supply sergeant and regimental ser- 
geant major, Supply Company and 
Headquarters Company, Ist Infantry; 
Iowa National Guard, June 20, 1916; 
konorably discharged July 20, 1916; 
appointed 2nd Lt. of Inf., United 
States Army, Oct. 18, 1918; vacated 
Sept. 18, 1920; appointed ist Lt. of 
Inf., Regular Army, July 1, 1920; ac- 
cepted Sept. 18, 1920; transferred to 
Chemical Warfare Service July 25, 
1921; promoted Capt., Sept. 11, 1929; 
last station in the office of the Chief 
of Chemical Warfare Service, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

He was a graduate of the Army In- 
dustrial School, 1928. Capt. Hoadley 
received an A. B. degree from the 
State University of Iowa in 1915 and 
was a well-known football star on the 
University of Iowa football team. He 
also played baseball with the Denver, 
Colo., team in the Mountain League. 
In 1927 he received an M. B. A. degree 
from Harvard University.

Surrounding these figures is a con- 
ventional rose vine motive forming a 
border and canopy in silvery whites 
and golds, with red flowers, on a back- 
ground of pure blue. 

Little animals and birds symbolize 
the love and appreciation of nature, 
while in the base are other symbols— 
a fountain and a fruit tree. Across the 
bottom is the memorial inscription, 
To the Glory of God, in Loving Mem- 
ory of Elizabeth Wallbridge Cleveland 
Allen.” 

The glass used is known as antique, 
that is, clear colored glass even where 
the tone is very deep. The colors are 
rich and pure in contrast to the so- 
called opalescent.

A-26335. (S) Retainer pay—Retired 
ay—Transferred member Fleet Naval 
eserve. An enlisted man of the U 
S. Navy transferred to class l-c of the 
Fleet Naval Reserve on Nov. 23, 1920, 
after sixteen but with less than twenty 
years’ naval service, as determined by 
the Navy Department at time of trans- 
fer, may not thereafter be paid either 
retainer pay or retired pay computed 
on the basis of a determination made 
in the Navy Department subsequent to 
the time of transfer that when the man 
was transferred he actually had com- 
pleted more than twenty years’ naval 
service for which his average marks 
in conduct were not less than ninety- 
five per centum, the original deter- 
mination made at the time of transfer 
being, by statute, controlling of the 
man’s pay rights thereafter. 

A-32245. (S) Pay—Forfeiture— 
Court-martial sentence. Where an en- 
listed man in the Army charged with 
desertion was sentenced to forfeit two- 
thirds of his pay per month for three 
months, the forfeiture adjudged, not 
being expressed in dollars and cents, 
is construed, under the provisions of 
the Executive Order of June 11, 1923, 
and the Manual for Courts-Martial, U. 
8. Army, 1928, to be two-thirds of the 
soldier’s base pay plus pay for length 
of service, giving effect to requirement 
for certainty of amount.

Strides are be- 
ing made in the endeavor to train a 
group of corpsmen sufficient to furnish 
each dental officer with an enlisted as- 
sistant, and to train also the number 
of corpsmen necessary to supply ade- 
quate assistance to officers assigned to 
activities equipped to furnish dental 
prosthesis. 
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NG Will Man CA Guns 


At THE present time many of the 
seacoast fortifications of the country 
are in the hands of caretaking detach- 
ments of Coast Artillery troops em- 
ployed in keeping the armament and 
materiel in condition for service. Un- 
like some kinds of war materiel sea- 
coast armament and equipment, as 
pointed out by Maj. Gen. John W. 
Gulick, Chief of the Coast Artillery 
Corps, cannot be removed to places of 
covered storage, but must be cared for 
at their permanent location. Although 
the Coast Artillery is provided with 
many railway and other mobile guns a 
great part of its armament consists of 
guns and establishments permanently 
emplaced in the position where they 
will be needed in time of emergency. 
Their movement would be undesirable 
even if practicable. 

Many of the important as well as the 
less important fortifications are now 
in the hands of small caretaking de- 
tachments who keep the guns in con- 
dition and protect them against the in- 
roads of rust and deterioration. These 
detachments are of an average strength 
of two commissioned officers and 25 
enlisted men of other ganks. Their 
work is monotonous but generally well 
done. 

Since the Regular Army Coast Ar- 
tillery is not sufficient to man all the 
coast defense guns dependence will be 
placed on the National Guard, who upon 
the outbreak of hostilities would im- 
mediately man them. During the an- 
nual two weeks of field duty many 
National Guard units man the batteries 
to which they would be assigned in time 
of war and thereby become familiar 
with the equipment which they are to 
handle. This requires that the care- 
takers be faithful and industrious in 
the performance of their duties since 
the authorized strength of the entire 
Coast Artillery Corps is not sufficient 
to detail but a few men on this duty. 

The importance of this duty to the 
taxpayers of the country may be fully 
appreciated when it is realized that the 
United States has spent $250,000,000 
on the present seacoast fortifications. 
The identical fortifications could not be 
replaced today for less than $400,000,- 
000 


The fortifications out of commission 
are by no means obsolete and useless. 
In the future aviation may have some 
effect on the coast defense guns but 
since the military use of aviation is 
still in process of development its exact 
effect has not been definitely determined 
to the satisfaction of the War Depart- 
ment up to the present time. 

It is the duty of all commanders to 
supervise the care of this equipment 
and to see that it is constantly ready 
for service. The Chief of Coast Artil- 
lery, Maj. Gen. John W. Gulick, has 
recently inspected all the harbor de- 
fenses along the east coast of the 
United States as far south as Chesa- 
peake Bay. The Harbor Defenses of 
Portland (Maine) were selected for a 
test to be conducted during the month 
to determine the facility with which the 
armament could be placed in condition 
to turn over to the National Guard in 
case of an emergency. 

Gen. Gulick left Washington, D. C., 
July 20, to inspect the South Atlantic 
and Gulf Coast fortifications, finishing 
with the Coast Defenses of Pensacola. 
He will return to Washington by way 
of Camp Knox, Ky., where the 61st 
Coast Artillery (Antiaircraft) is tem- 
porarily located for the training of 
ROTC students and Organized Reserve 
units. 

During the summer the Chief of 
Coast Artillery will have inspected 
practically every Coast Artillery post 
and station east of the Mississippi 
River. Later he will visit Panama and 
the stations along the West Coast. 





Follow Custer’s Route 


i SELECTING the route for the an- 

nual march of the 4th Cavalry for the 
training of the officers of the 324th 
Cavalry (Organized Reserve), this year, 
considerable effort was made to have 
this march follow as near as practicable 
the route of Gen. George A. Custer’s 
expedition of 1874 into the Black Hills. 

In the summer of 1874, ten troops 
of the 7th Cavalry and two companies 
of Infantry under command of Gen. 
Custer left Ft. Lincoln at Bismarck, 
N. D., July 2. The expedition in addi- 
tion to the above-mentioned troops con- 
sisted of over 100 wagons, a total of 
2,000 animals, Indian Scouts, guides, 
ete. 

The route of march broubht the col- 
umn into the western part of the Black 
Hills about 20 miles west of Belle 
Fourches, thence south and southeast 
to Custer. At this place, July 30, 1874, 
gold was first discovered in the Black

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Navy To Have 1000 Useful 


Airplanes By June, 1932 


With the appropriation of $12,326,- 
100 in the 1931 Naval Supply Act, 
completion of the 5-year building pro- 
gram by June 30, 1932, is assured, and 
the Navy will have on hand at that 
time 1,000 “useful” airplanes. 

The present strength of naval avia- 
tion as listed on June 30 of this year, 
is 828 serviceable airplanes on hand, 
with 267 ordered. By the end of the 
current fiscal year, it is expected that 
there will be 1,000 planes on hand or 
ordered, after crash and obsolete wast- 
age has been deducted. 

It is planned, when the full strength 
is realized, to have 667 air planes in 
operation with the remainder held in 
reserve. : 

Following the Conference on Limi- 
tation of Naval Armament, the Bureau 
of Aeronautics submitted a letter to 
the Secretary of the Navy outlining a 
contemplated development of aviation 
in the Navy, projected over a five-year 
period. This letter was referred to the 
General Board of the Navy, and the 
fundamental principles outlined therein 
were incorporated in the United States 
naval policy. The United States naval 
policy, based upon the precepts con- 
tained in the treaty for the limitation 
of naval armament, which was formu- 
lated at that time, was approved by 
the Secretary of the Navy on Decem- 
ber 1, 1922, and it may be said that 
since that time the Navy in all of its 
various activities has been operated in 
accordance with the doctrines therein 
laid down. 

Naval Air Policy 


The air policy enunciated as part of 
the United States naval policy is as 
follows: 

(a) To complete rigid airships now 
under construction and to determine 
from their performance in service the de- 
sirability of further construction. 

(b) To build non-rigid airships for de- 
velopment purposes only until their use- 
fulness shall have been proved. 

(c) To direct the principal effort on 
the part of the air service that is to oper- 
ate from ships of the fleet. 

(d) To direct development of heavier- 
than-air craft principally toward spotting 
planes and toward torpedo, bombing, and 
scouting planes tnaat can operate from 
ships. To combine the three latter func- 
tions in one plane. ° 

(e) To develop a combat plane for use 
afloat. 

(f) To acquire combat planes only as 
necessary for training and for current 
requirements. 

(g) To develop a scouting seaplane of 
long range for operations from a shore 
base or from a tender. 

(h) To operate a spotting piane from 
each capital ship and from each modern 
cruiser. 

(i) To determine by trial the practica- 
bility and desirability of operating addi- 
tional planes from capital ships and from 
cruisers. 

(j) To determine by trial the practica- 
bility and desirability of operating planes 
from destroyers and submarines. 

(k) To give every possible encourage- 
ment to aviation in civil life with a view 
to advancing the art, and to provide avia- 
tion available for war. 

Formulated Program 

Using the approved naval policy as 
a guide, it was deemed most desirable, 
especially from the viewpoint of econ- 
omy, and in view of the problems 
which existed at that time as to the 
ultimate utility and employment of 
aircraft in ‘the Navy, to formulate a 
building program extending. over .a 
period of years for the proper develop- 
ment of this new arm of the Navy. 

The Bureau of Aeronautics, there- 
fore, laid down a building program ex- 
tending over a period of years which 
contemplated the completion, at the 
end of five years, of all aircraft units 
required by the treaty Navy, during 
times of peace. The yearly estimates 
on this program, from that time up to 
the present, have been submitted to 
the Navy Department and, although the 
program has been delayed from year 
to year due to lack of authorization and 
appropriations, it has remained basic- 
ally the same as it was in its original 
form, the date of its ultimate com- 
pletion simply being deferred. 

Until 1926 Congress had not taken 
cognizance of the five-year building 
program for aviation in the Navy, 
although the annual naval appropria- 
tions from year to year under the head- 
ing “Aviation, Navy,” have been along 
the lines of a gradual development of 
the original program described above. 

Authorization Obtained 

At the request of the House Naval 
Affairs Committee, in its consideration 
of the recommendations of the Presi- 
dent’s aircraft board (Morrow Board), 
the Bureau of Aeronautics prepared 
data as to the needs for aviation in 
the Navy, and submitted a development 














AC Planes Designations 

RM'Y Air Corps airplanes are di- 

vided into eight classes, according 
to type or model. Although these 
planes are invariably known to the 
layman by their commercial names, 
the Air Corps knows them by their 
model designation. These are as fol- 
lows:

Airplanes of Experimental and Serv- 
ice test status are prefixed by the let- 
ters “X” and “Y”. Thus a type that 
is being developed either at a factory 
or at the Air Corps engineering sta- 
tion at Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio, 
would be labeled were it a pursuit 
plane, “XP,” followed by a number 
which would classify it according to its 
style such as ,“XP6” which was the 
experimental stage of a Pursuit plane 
made by the Curitss Company some- 
what on the style of the Curtiss Hawk. 
If this experimental model proves to 
be of an acceptable type a small lot is 
then bought and put out at some active 
station for service test, that is, used in 
the service with other pursuit ma- 
chines to test their serviceability and 
desirability. They would then be 
labelled “YP6.” 

There are still some airplanes in the 
service known by an earlier sytem of 
model designation, such as the DH— 
Dehaviland and the PW—Pursuit 
Watercooled, but these are either ob- 
solete or obsolescent. 








program projected over a five-year 
period. 

In accordance with this program, the 
1,000 plane program was evolved and 
enacted into law, providing for the pur- 
chase of 235 planes in 1927, 313 in 
1928, 335 in 1929, 357 in 1930, 374 in 
1931, and 333 in 1932 and thereafter. 

This legislative authorization has not 
been followed by the appropriation 
committee. The total amount appro- 
priated during the fiscal years 1927 and 
1930 was $52,445,500, instead of the 
$65,032,500 authorized. More planes 
were purchased with the money avail- 
able, however, than was originally con- 
templated under the act, due to a small 
decline in the prices of certain types 
of planes, to active competition, to the 
timely exercise by the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics of options, and to the fact that 
smaller and less costly planes have 
been obtained in some instances. 


Tally By Years 


In 1926 there were 351 planes on 
hand: 468 in-1927, 624 in 1928, and 829 
in 1929. In the fiscal year just closed, 
the number of “useful” planes on hand 
dropped to 828, but the 267 new ships 
on order and 1931 appropriations are 
expected to bring the total to 1,000 by 
1932, despite wastage by crashes, age, 
and other losses. 

The fiscal year 1927 was one marked 
with extraordinary progress for the 
aeronautical bureaus and offices of the 
departments of the United States Gov- 
ernment. It was the year which imme- 
diately followed the investigations con- 
ducted by Congress and by the Presi- 
dent which culminated in the Presi- 
the recommendations made by this his- 
toric session, Assistant Secretaries for 
dent’s Aircraft Board. As a result of 
Aeronautics were authorized for the 
Departments of War, Navy, and Com- 
merce. On July 12, 1926, Hon. Edward 
P. Warner assumed the duties of the 
office of Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy for Aeronautics. Thus the Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics became one of the 
three governmental aeronautical agen- 
cies selected for special representation 
in the councils of the heads of the de- 
partments concerned. The result of 
this change in the organization of the 
Navy Department had an immediate 
and highly beneficial effect upon the 
progress of naval aviation. The year 
was marked by unusual development 
and by rapid strides to the front. 

One of the first and most important 
policies which was adopted by the new 
Assistant Secretary was the establish- 
ment of an organized study of aviation 
hazards and catastophes. A statistical 
tensive study from all angles of the 
section was organized within the bu- 
reau for the purpose of making an in- 
hazards, crashes, and fatalities con- 
nected with flying in the Navy. 










Aeronautical Notes 3 


Seattle—The Hornet-powered Boe- 
ing Monomail, all-metal, internally 
braced, low-wing monoplane with re- 
tractable landing gear, was test flown 
by the Air Corps at Dayton and demon- 
strated to Army and Navy officers at 
Washington, D. C., in July. The Boeing 
Monomail is said to be the only single- 
engined airplane in service which can 
carry 2,300 pounds of pay load, either 
cargo or passengers and cargo, at a 
high speed of 158 m. p. h. or cruise 140 
m. p. h. 

Army and Navy officials were given 
these additional performance figures: 
Landing speed, 60 m. p. h.; rate of 
climb, 850 f. p. m.; time to 10,000 feet 
(from sea level), 21% minutes; service 
ceiling, 14,000 feet; absolute ceiling, 
16,000 feet. The plane is 41 feet in 
length with a wing span of 60 feet. 
It has a gross weight of 8,000 pounds 
and a useful load of 3,390 pounds.

_ Installation of radio telephone sets 
in transport planes is under consid- 
eration at the Naval Air Station at 
Anacostia.

Company at Hadley Field, N. J., to dis- 
cuss the matter. 


Several planes wre fitted as flying 
laboratories at Hadley Field, includ- 
ing a Wasp Ford and a Fairchild 
“71.” While at the field, the naval 
representative took a flight in the Fair- 
child and excellent two-way telephone 
communication was established with 
their base station 30 miles away. This 
is not by any means the maximum ~ 
range of communication.

Financial Digest 
FURTHER decline in wholesale prices 
took place during the month of 
June, according to figures computed by 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics of the 
Department of Labor. 

The index number of wholesale 
prices, including 550 price quotations 
weighted according to the importance 
of each commodity, for June was 86.8, 
as compared with 89.1 for May, 96.4 for 
June, 1929, and 100 for 1926. 

Based on these figures, the purchas- 
ing power of the 1926 dollar was $1.037 
in June, 1929, and $1,152 in June, 1930. 

Farm products generally decreased 
nearly 4% per cent in average price 
from May to June, the announcement 
of the bureau stated, due to further de- 
clines in barley, corn, rye, wheat, oats, 
beef, cattle, sheep, hogs, poultry, cot- 
ton, potatoes, and alfalfa hay. Higher 
prices, however, prevailed for calves, 
lambs, eggs, clover hay, floxseed and 
onions. Prices averaged almost 14 per 
cent under those for June, 1930. 

Prices and hides and leather prod- 
ucts as a group showed little change 
from the month before, with hides and 
skins appreciably higher and leather, 
boots and shoes and other leather prod- 
ucts somewhat lower. 

Textile products again were down, 
with cotton goods, silk and rayon, 
woolen and worsted goods and other 
textiles all participating in the decline. 

Fuel and lighting materials declined 
to some extent, anthracite and bitumi- 
nous coal and petroleum products aver- 
aging lower than in May. 

Metals and metal products averaged 
lower, with declines in iron and steel 
and non-ferrous metals, including cop- 
per, lead, silver, tin and zinc. 

Building materials also were notice- 
ably lower than in May, prices of lum- 
ber, brick, cement, structural steel and 
paint materials averaging well below 
those of the preceding month. 

Prices of chemicals and drugs, in- 
cluding fertilizer materials, declined 
slightly, while mixed fertilizers showed 
a small increase. 

House furnishing goods, as a group, 
showed no cMange in the general price 
level.

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Baltimore (Special).—The III Corps 
Area on July 19 completed its Com- 
mand Post Problem which began on 
July 5, at Ft. George G. Meade, Md. 
There were 666 commissioned officers, 
11 warrant officers, and 1,785 enlisted 
men participating, representing the fol- 
lowing units: 28th Division, 29th Di- 
vision, 52nd Cavalry Brigade, 79th Di- 
vision, 80th Division, 99th Division, 
62nd Cavalry Division and Regular 
Army. 

The problem prepared by the III 
Corps Area General Staff was primar- 
ily intended for the training of higher 
commanders but was of value to all 
echelons down to and including the In- 
fantry battalion. 

For the purpose of the problem war 
was declared on November 18, 1929, 
between the Blues, representing the 
United States of America, and the 
Reds, an imaginary force representing 
a coalition of enemy powers. The plan 
introduced Regular Army, National 
Guard and Organized Reserve units 
into the problem. 

There were general and special situ- 
ations, Red and Blue, covering a Red 
landing on the front Annapolis-Her- 
ring Bay, by a Red Corps consisting 
of a cavalry division and four Infan- 
try divisions, with an advance to the 
northwest. The Red mission was to 
cut the Blue communications between 
the East and West, separating the in- 
dustrial centers of the country. 

The Blue opposing forces on this 
front consisted of a cavalry division 
and a cavalry brigade opposing the 
landing, backed up first, by two in- 
fantry divisions, then by three infan- 
try divisions, next, by four divisions 
of infantry, and finally, an attack us- 
ing five infantry divisions, which re- 
sulted in Red defeat and withdrawal. 
Airplanes, a mechanized force, tanks, 
armored cars, and much artillery were 
used in the Blue general attack. 

The administrative overhead, con- 
sisting of Regular Army personnel, 
eared for the reception, billeting, mess- 
ing of incoming personnel. During the 
first week, July 5 to 13, various units 
read themselves into the situation and 
trained as teams preparatory to actual 
occupation of command posts they were 
to establish in the field for the period 
July 14 to 17. During the second week 
the IIT Blue Corps had its headquarters 
at Ft. Meade. The front line of the 
problem extended generally from the 
vicinity of Glenburnie (near Balti- 
more) along south of the Crain High- 
way through Priest Bridge to the vi- 
cinity of Buena Vista (near Washing- 
ton), covered on the right. (south) 
flank by the 62nd Cavalry Division, 
Organized Reserves, and on the left 
(north) flank by the 52nd Cavalry 
Brigade, Pennsylvania National Guard. 

The units other than the Regular 
Army participating were: 28th Na- 
tional Guard Division, 29th National 
Guard Division, 52nd Cavalry Brigade, 
62nd Cavalry Division, 79th Organized 
Reserve Division, 80th Organized Re- 
serve Division and 99th Organized Re- 
serve Division. 

Thirty graduates of this year’s ¢lass 
at the War College acted as Red um- 
pires and as Blue directors. Regular 
Army officers on duty with organiza- 
tions of the National Guard and the 
Organized Reserve Corps as instruc- 
ters were used as Director-Instructors, 
giving them a dual role to play. Sev- 
eral Regular Army officers were taken 
from ROTC and other details for use 
as Blue directors and for work with 
the III Blue Corps Staff. 

There were 666 officers, 11 warrant 
officers, and 1,785 enlisted men taking 
part, coming from the following com- 
ponents: 

Regular Army: 181 Officers, 11 war- 





rant officers and 929 enlisted men; Na- 
tional Guard: 212 officers and 856 en- 
listed men; Organized Reserves: 273 
officers, no enlisted men. 

When the problem was over a crit- 
ique was held. The Senior Director, 
Col. A. S. Conklin, General Staff Corps, 
explained the details of the problem, 
its object, and the tactical principles 
involved. He called upon a represen- 
tative of each component to express 
his unit’s views, beginning with a field 
officer and concluding with expres- 
sions from two Nationa] Guard major 
generals commanding divisions. After 
these had expressed their units’ ideas 
on the value of the problem, the meth- 
od of its conduct, their ideas of im- 
provement, a brief talk was made by 
Col. Darrah, the Chief of Staff, and 
the farewell talk-was given by Maj. 
Gen. Fred W. Sladen, the III Corps 
Commander and the commanding gen- 
eral of the III Corps Area. The wire 
for the communication nets, totalling 
around 300 miles, was laid by Regu-

square yards of paving and sidewalks, 
a complete water supply system with 
10,000,000 gallon dammed reservoir, a 
distributing reservoir and ten miles 
of piping, and complete sewage dis- 
posal systems, underground steam and 
complete sewage disposal system, un- 
derground steam and electrical sys- 
tems, recreational facilities and ex- 
tensive landscaping. 

The residences and school are of 
brick, while the other buildings in the 
administration and industrial area, 
located about a mile from the south 
end of Walker Lake, are of concrete 
and artificial stone. The magazines 
are located in groups of seven. They 
are of the “igloo” type, partly below 
ground. The spacing of the magazines 
in each group and the distance be- 
tween adjacent groups is sufficiently 
great to minimize the danger of 
“sympathetic” detonation of adjacent 
magazines in the event of an explosion 
of one magazine in a group, and to 
prevent the destruction of one group 
from effecting adjacent groups. 

The Navy sought this site near Haw- 
thorne for the storage of ordnance ex- 
plosives in a region where the unfavor- 
able conditions for human habitation 
and agricultural development would af- 
ford necessary isolation. 

At the termination of the World War, 
the Navy was faced with the problem 
of storing a huge supply of munitions 
which was on hand or in transit to 
France. This vast quantity of ammu- 
nition, mines, depth charges and other 
explosives was stored temporarily in 
the existing depots, through force of 
necessity, although it was recognized 
that the overcrowding of the ammuni- 
tion depots was undesirable from the 
standpoint of explosion hazard. 

The disaster at the Naval Ammuni- 
tion Depot, Lake Denmark, N. J., in 
July, 1926, emphasized the necessity of 
providing adequate and properly pro- 
tected storage facilities for this great 
volume of ordance material, and for the 
safe peace time storage of war reserves 
of ammunition. 

A board of Navy officers was ap- 
pointed to study this problem and to 
formulate a definite policy with regard 
to ammunition storage standards. After 
an exhaustive investigation of the ques- 
tion, this board recommended that a 
naval ammunition depot be established 


" to serve the Pacific Coast, to be located 


within 1,000 miles of the coast, to be 
so situated as to have convenient rail- 
road connections to the Los Angeles- 
San Diego area, the San Francisco Bay 
region and the Columbia River-Puget 
Sound area, and to be placed either on 
Government-owned or cheap barren 
land covering an area of at least 100 
square miles. . 

In pursuance of this recommenda- 
tion, naval experts inspected and inves- 
tigated a number of sites in California, 
Utah and Nevada, and recommended 
that the depot be located near Haw- 
thorne, Nev., on a tract of 180 square 
miles of barren land, mostly Govern- 
ment owned, which was available prac- 
tically without cost. 

Excellent railroad connections to 
San Francisco and the Pacific North- 
west already existed within compara- 
tively easy reach, and the connection 
to Los Angeles, while of narrow gauge 
in part, eventually could be improved 
as a standard railroad. 

Climatic and meteorological condi- 
tions were excellent, rainfall averaging 
less than 3 inches a year. The soil was 
well-drained and firm, and ample sup- 
— of sand and gravel were avail- 
able. 

Walker Lake, 25 miles land and 8 
miles wide was near at hand and, hav- 
ing no outlet, offered excellent possi- 
bilities for the recreational facilities 
which are requisite for the mainte- 
nance of morale in this isolated spot. 
The town of Hawthorne, formerly a 
busy mining center, but in recent years 
almost deserted, lay within the limits 
of the reservation, but was not a part 
of it, while Thorne, where the branch 
lines to the station joined the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, was about 5% miles 
away. Reno, the largest city of Ne- 
vada, lay 150 miles to the northward. 

The project for the Ammunition De- 
pot was authorized on May 29, 1928, 
at a total cost not to exceed $3,500,000, 
and on July 24, 1928, the work was for- 
mally started by the Hon. Fred Balzer, 
Governor of Nevada, in the presence 
of over 4,000 visitors, including many 
prominent citizens and several high 
ranking naval officers. Lt. Comdr. 
Carl H. Cotter, Civil Engineer Corps, 
U. S. Navy, who had been ordered as 
officer-in-charge of construction, began 
ective work immediately ‘in the devel- 
opment of plans for the station. 
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Topographic surveys were completed 
by the Geological Survey Division of 
September 11, 1928, and by December 
15, 1929, negotiations for the purchase 
of the private tracts needed for the 
reservation were completed. 

Contracts for the railroads, highways 
and electric transmission lines were 
awarded in rapid succession, and were 
followed by the contract for the main 
buildings and water supply system. 
Numerous other contracts were let as 
rapidly as plans could be prepared, the 
total awards to date being approxi- 
mately $2,900,000. The principal items 
yet to be done include the Cat Creek 
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Dam, the Mine-Filling Plant, and the 
landscaping and general improvements 
of grounds. 

It is anticipated that the station will 
be ready for occupancy by Sept. 30, 
1930, and that transfer of ordnance 
materiel will be undertaken immediate- 
ly. When completed, this modern 
scientifically designed ammunition de- 
pot will be the safest plant of its kind 
in existence, and will be a vital factor 
and an invaluable adjunct in connec- 
tion with the national defense in the 
Pacific area.
